No Cause For Alarm

respiration twenty-eight. 
When the 


operation of Friday lust was performed, 
it was noted that Iho bullet had carried 
a short distance below the skin a frag 
ment of the president's coat. This, of 
course, was removed, but a alight irri 
tation of the tissues was produced, the 
first evidence of which appeared only 
tonight. It bus boen necessary, on ac 
count of this slight distuibance, to 
take ont a few stitches and partially 
open the hkin wound. This cannot 
give rise to any complications, but it is 
communicated to the public as the pby 
sicians desire to be entirely frank in 
their repot t?. In consequence of this 
opening of tho surface wound, the 
healing will be somewhat delayed. The 
president is now well enough to begin 
to take nourishment by the month. It 
consists of pu e beef juice.

RECONCILED! 


\ Influence of JHncfclnfcry on Inttnii-

Ernest H. Crosby recently contribut- 


ed an article to the Now York Journal's 
symposium iu the query, "How Shall 
Labor and Capital Be Reconciled T 
The following is a portion of Mr. Cros- 
by's, very interesting article: 


Capital and labor are at war. There 


can be no question about it. Tick up 
the morning's paper tiltnust any day of 
the week, and you find accounts of 
strikes and lockouts and trade dis- 
putes. "Let us have peace," all good 
people are cryinst, but there is no peace, 
aud we do not seem to know how to se- 
cure it. There are several kinds of 
peace. There is the peace that prevail- 
ed at Warsaw, a peace founded on mas- 
sacre and outrage and itself the foun- 
dation of despotism and oppression. 
That is not the kind of peace that we 
long for. There is a, peace that means 
life and a peace that means death, and 
we want the former. It must be a 
peace growing out of an honest attempt 
to establish justice and containing the 
germs of a continuous growth toward 
the ideal of absolute justice. We want 
nothing less than that. 


Hut. first of all we must know what 


the war is about. If you had been alive 
150 years ago nnd some prophet had 
told you that in the year 1901 one man 
could by means of machinery do the 
work of 13, striking an average for all 
trades and industries, what would you 
havj said? Would you not have ex- 
claimed, "Why, then people will only 
have to work one-thirteenth as much 
as they do now, and with two- or three 
hours' work a day they will have all 
tlie luxuries imaginable." Well, it is a 
fact. Today one man can do as much 
as l?> could in 17.">0. The wealth of the 
world lias increased enormously. In 
this country especially it is increasing 
by leaps and bounds, and yet no less 
un authority than John Stuart Mill 
said 20 years ago that it was doubtful 
if machinery hail lightened the toil of 
a single workman. This is perhaps an 
exaggeration. A man who lias employ- 
ment now usually gets somewhat bet- 
tor pay and works somewhat shorter 
hours than he did a century and a half 
ago. Ills hcalo oC living Is somewhat 
higher, but the advance he lias made 
bears no comparison whatever with the 
ratio of 1 to 13 nor to tlie immense in- 
crease in wealth of the community. 


Where has this new machine made 


wealth gone? Look around you and 
see. One per cent of the families in 
tliis country own more than half of tho 
wealth. There are several thousands of 
millionaires in New York city alone. 
Forty years ago there were hardly a 
dozen in the country. There wore 110 
tramps in those days either and very 
little talk of tho unemployed. Now we 
have a 
steadily 
growing 
army of 


tramps, and they are beginning to 
write books about them, and the unem- 
ployed is always with us. When scar- 
let fever or diphtheria, breaks out in a 
town, there is always a good deal of 
consternation. Placards are put on 
houses, families are quarantined, and 
mothers worry over their childien. A 
tramp or a man seeking work in vain 
is a symptom of a far worse disease 
than these nnd ought to cause as much 
more of a fright. They are studying 
the malaria, plasmodiuni on Staten Is- 
land and dissecting the anaphele mos- 
quito that carries the contagion. They 
propose to exterminate this pest by ap- 
plications of Standard oil, but they 
have not yet tackled the Standard Oil 
disease itself. 


The gist, then, of the complaint of the 


wage earners—whether they know it or 
not—is thai they do not receive a fail- 
share of the wealth which they help to 
produce, and the glance which we have 
taken at the situation would seem to in- 
clicatethat there is some justice in their 
complaint. I have seen the statement 
quoted from Mr. Carroll Wright, the 
national labor statistician (whether ac- 
curate or not I do not know), that the 
average rate of wages per year in this 
country was $347 and the average prod- 
uct of each laborer is valued at $1.888. 


Besides this anomaly we must re- 


member that there were about 1,000,- 
000 men who could not obtain employ- 
ment during the depression of 1SS2 to 
1885 and a large number in 1303-4. If 
there were signs of steady improve- 
ment, we might make light of these 
figures, but the general tendency (ex- 
cept for temporary reactions) is down- 
ward. 
Machinery is becoming more 


perfect every day, more and more men 
are thrown out of work in consequence; 
where human beings are still needed 
women and boys are supplanting the 
men, and when "hard times" come 
again there will undoubtedly be more 
unemployed than ever. 


I visited a mill some time ago which 


exemplified the progress of industry in 
a striking way. In it they manufactur- 
rd cheap socks for workingmen. 
fhere 


were 400 machines, and each machine 
made a complete sock by itself in five 
minutes. 
It began at the ankle, mak- 


ing tho sock of blue thread. At the heel 
it substituted white thread aud again 
at the toe. Then It cut the thread, 
laid the sock down and commenced on 
another. There was nobody near the 
machine during the operation. In fact, 
when I came into the room, which con- 
tained 300 similar machines, I saw no 
one at all. 


Finally In the distance I saw the 


head of a small boy, and then another. 
There were five boys In the room, and 
ench watched 20 machines—a bright 
boy can watch 2,">—and nil they had to 
do was to oil and clean them, supply 
new thread when the great spools were 
exhausted nnd report nny bronk in the 
machinery. 
In this factory 50 boys 


(there were several shifts) turned ouA 


5,000 dozon pairs of socks a day, or as- 
much as 50,000 people could have done 
IjO years ago. Each boy did the work 
of 1,000 people. 
' 


Now. tile peculiar thing about such 


factories Is that they employ so few 
persons, and only boys and girls at 
that. In this mill the only men were in 
tlie packing department. If this tend- 
ency goes on, what sh.'SH we do with 
our men? A workman of 40 is super- 
annuated. In such factories as the 
above lie is discharged ai 20 or so. 
What shall we do with the men? We 
may have to' hand them over to the 
street cleaning department to be dump- 
ed out at sea off Coney Island. 


In another century a few hundred 


boys may be able to do all the work of 
New'York, and there will be nothing 
human left except small boys and 
stockholders. Meanwhile what shall 
we do with our 5,000 dozen pairs of 
workmen's socks every day, with no 


t>{ Moses endeavored to secure to ivory 
dtimi an equal right in tlie laud. The 
pi'upliets, mnny of them, were agitators 
i'or the right of th-,» poor, and in the 
New Testajieut we fiud workingmen—; 
carpenters and fishermen—establishing 
vhristianity on a basis of (leiup; unto 
pthers as- you would have them do lo 
you/ Every teacher of Christi.iuity 
should be enlisted in the cause of labor 
and of industrial peace, and fortunate- 
ly not a few of them are. 


Hut our political faith as well as our 


religion sets up the standard of equal 
rights and equal opportunities. The 
Declaration of Independence is going 
out of fashion in our foreign dependen- 
cies, but we should at least keep it for 
hon'e consumption. The equal right to 
liiV, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness can hardly be said to exist in a 
land of slums and palaces, of child la- 
bor and unemployed and unexampled 
luxury. To accept the present divided

same thing, with

money to buy them? Is it not clear 
that we are getting into an industrial 
hole? We must ti'nd a market for the 
products which our unemployed cannot 
buy, and that is the reason why we sire 
bagging the Philippines and Cuba and 
Porto Kic-o and any old island that 
conies along. If you explore the jun- 
gles of Luzon a year hence, I have no 
doubt you will see half naked savages 
gliding among the trees wearing blue 
socks with white toes and heels.

What would be likely to happen if 


we had free trade, free land, free bank- 
ing and equal opportunities for all, p.3 
we might easily have if our affairs 
were not managed by greed? The mal- 
distribution of the profits of labor is 
effected in three ways—through rent, 
interest and profit. 
The single tax 


would apply rent—that is, ground rent 
or economic rent, the unearned incre- 
ment of Mill—to tho benefit of all. 
Free banking would tend to reduce- in- 
t<-re«t to the actual cost of banking op- 
oration, nnd free trade would tend to 
K'duc-e profits to the actual cost of com- 
mercial operations, and eaeU.Jujid of 
freedom would help each other kind. 
In this way the channels by which the 
just share of labor in its piodiu-ts es- 
cap'-s would be stripped up, and every 
man would get the- prodiu-t of his la- 
bor, whether it be manual or mental. 
Xo wage earner that 1 IUIM- ever met 
objects to the payment in full of the 
value of management and superintend- 
ence. If a captain of industry's serv- 
ices are worth !?r,0,000 a year, let him 
have it, but under just and free condi- 
tions it Is not likely that any man's 
services would be worth so much. It is 
bef-.-iuso of the war of unnatural com- 
petition produced by the- artificial sear- 
city of opportunities for labor, spring- 
ing in its turn from the monopolies of 
land, trade, etc., to which we have re- 
ferred, that great generalship seems 
necessary in our industries. In a time 
of commorcial peace and good will tin- 
task of superintendence would be Mm- 
ple. It would be simply to serve tin- 
public nnd not to get ahead of competi- 
tors. 


Yes; it is the monopoly of opportuni- 


ties that makes the war between capi- 
tal and labor so acute. All the natur.-il 
resources of the country—tin- land, the 
coal, the oil, the iron—are locked up in 
some strong box or other, and If the 
workman loses hi:; Job he sees nothing 
but starvation before him, and this ol' 
ten makes him desperate. With equal 
opportunities for all there would be 
nothing to be feared in ca&e of dis- 
charge, for the demand for labor would 
be steady, and the workman would 
confer as much of a favor by accepting 
employment as the employer in offer- 
ing it. Employer and employee would 
»ee that they were mutually necessary 
to each other, and they would esteem 
each other as friends. It is only when 
each party occupies such a point of 
equal vantage that the war between 
capital nj><«. labor will cease, for neither 
side will be able to oppress the other. 


Meanwhile the war goes on. Capital 


ami labor, which ought to be allies and 
friends, are at sword's point. Ilow is 
the warfare to be conducted? 
It is 


hardly necessary to urge forbearance 
upon both sides, for the unreasonable 
pressing of an advantage on either side 
in the end docs harm to that side. 1C 
the mills are moved from McKeosport. 
it will be a serious blow to capital. If 
tho strikers have recourse to violence, 
it will injure them most and influence 
public opinion against them. The pub- 
lic, iu so far as it is a disinterested 
spectator, does not want tyranny of 
any kind, either from the trusts or the 
trades unions, but just at present they ] 
ore so much more in danger of a capi- 
talistic 
oligarchy 
than from trades 


union dictatorship that their interests 
are pretty clearly on the side of the 
under dog. 
valuable counterpoise to the despotism 
of monopoly. More than that, it is a 
great educational force among the 
wage earners, and within its limits it 
in'culcates comradeship and 
brother- 


hood. It is teaching the people volun- 
tary co-operation of a kind, and per- 
haps some day it may develop into a 
self organizing democratic independent 
system of production, although it is not 


i yet ripe for this. From every point of 
| view it is to the Interest of the public 
' that trades unionism should thrive and 


j improve, and to this end it needs the 


j support of public opinion nnd must 


j earn it by Its wisdom and forbearance.

Troops For Strlkori. 


A Washington special to the New 


York World says: The commanders of 
the military departments into which 
tlie United States will soon be divided 
will lie called upon to consider the 
mailer of rearranging the assignment 
of the army to posts. 


Although the officials of the war de- 


partment will not acknowledge it, the 
question of getting troops into the 
large industrial centers where strike 
disturbances cause violations of gener- 
al laws is one of the points that will be 
carefully considered. 


This discussion may load to the es- 


tablishment of posts near cities like 
Pittsburg, Cleveland, Buffalo and I'.ir- 
minghain, where garrisons of from two 
companies to a regiment are likely to 
be kept. 


The establishment of big garrisoned 


posts near industrial centers will also 
solve the mobilization problem, for all 
of them are abundantly supplied with 
transportation facilities.

My greatest hope for future peace 


and assertion of labor's rights is in 
awakening the public to the scourge of 
such institutions as trusts. They have 
it in their hands, and if rightly man- 
aged the ballot can be made just as ef- 
fective as the bullet. 


Whether the employers be successful 


or not in the present strike the men's 
protest has brought America one step 
nearer to the conviction that the only 
solution of the difficulty is munieipali- 
i'.ation of monopolies and nationaliza- 
tion of trusts. Till that is accomplish- 
ed workers must resist every encroach- 
ment on their rights and improve their 
organizations and get more and more 
command over the appointment of rul- 
ers.—John Burns.

CHEAP INSURANCE. 


Roue Rea*oaa For Ascertlnff That 


the Be»t !• tbe Cheapest. 


If the saying, "The best is the cheap- 


est," applies to anything, it does to in- 
surance. 
Insurance that "does not in- 


sure" bt far worse than no insurance at 
all, 
In the ease of provision against 


deutn the possession of a policy believed 
to be sound* but in reality of doubtful 
value, may deter the holder from insur- 
ing in a reliable company, and the actual 
conditions may not be discovered until 
advanced age precludes the takiujj out of 
new insurance. 


As regards fire insurance, a worthless 


policy ma? lessen the amounts paid by 
reliable companies. If a merchant holds 
three policies, each for $2,000, and one of 
tueae proves worthless, the other two 
companies involved will nevertheless In- 
clude that policy in the general average, 
redueiuK their own responsibility accord- 
ingly. The actual value of the policy is 
none of their business; its existence Is all 
that they have to reckon with. 


\Ve note iu our news columns the case 


of a manufacturer who took out policies 
in companies located outside of the state, 
lie was burned out and now cannot col- 
lect a cent of insurance because the laws 
jjive the insurance companies whose pol- 
icies he held no authority to transact 
business in the state except when certain 
conditions are complied with. The em- 
ployment of a reliable broker would have 
saved not only the fire loss, but the pre- 
miums which this man had been paying. 
Hut he was looking for "cheap" insur- 
ance, and lie Rot it. 


Another point. Do not get tired of pay- 


ing for insurance and let your policies 
run out. AVe have noted a number of 
store tiros recently in various parts of the 
country where there was a wide Uis- 
(Tovwncy between the loss and the insur- 
anco. SiK-h a penny wise, pound foolish, 
policy is apt to mean absolute ruin to the 
business man unless he is possessed of 
lnrge moans outside of his business. Fur- 
thermore, his credit would be seriously 
injured should hib unprotected condition 
become kuowu iu the market where he 
buys his goods.—Dry Goods IScouomist.

fly Far the I.tirftcst Portion of It Id 


Pure "Water. 


Thrifty housewives when they are pay- 


ing to the butcher the amount of their 
weekly account do not realize fhat a 
large part ot the loot! for -which they are 
settling is water—pure water. 


It is not very generally realized how 


much water there is in solid food. Cer- 
tain it is thnt no natural food is without 
water, varying in amount from 5 to 97 
per cent, or only 3 per cent short of pure 
\vater itself. Milk, even straight from 
tho cow, contains very nearly 90 per 
cont of water or, to be more accurate, 
from 87 to 88 per cent. 


Some solid foods contain move water: 


than does milk. This ia especially true of 
vegetables and fruits. 
Thus the turnip 


contains over 90 per cent of water, the 
cabbage nearly the same amount and the 
cucumber and vegetable marrow about 
93 per cent, while among- fruits 
the 


strawberry contains nearly 90 per cent ot 
water, the apple 82 per cent and grapes 
80 per cent. 


Even the various meats used as food 


contain an amount of water far in excess 
of tho amount of solid constituents. Thus 
three-fourths of beef and mutton consist 
of water, which is paid for with the rest 
at the regular rate por pound. 
Lamb 


contains less water—namely, 64 per cent; 
pork still less, C0.9 per cent, and bacon 
only 22.3 per cent. It would appear that 
as the flesh foods increase in the amount 
of fat the proportion of water as a rule 
diminishes. Coming to birds, the flesh ol 
the fowl and duck contains about 70 per 
cent of water and that of the pigeon 70 
per cent, while the flesh of the goose con- 
tains only 38 per cent, the last being an- 
other example of the fat increasing with 
a corresponding diminution in the propor- 
tion of water. 


Fishes contain from 40 to 80 per cent 


of water. The egg, one of the most pow- 
erful of nutritives, contains 65.5 per cent 
of water, the white consisting of 86 per 
cent and the yolk of 50.9 per cent. The 
latter, of course, is the more nourishing 
part. As a rule, foods containing a small 
proportion of water are not fit for human 
consumption until they are Booked, -which 
commonly means reducing them to a di- 
gestible state by adding water and boiling 
or baking, and so when they are actually 
partaken of they contain a good percent- 
age of water. 


Wheat flour, for example, contains only 


12 per cent of water, while bread con 
tains nearly 50 per cent. It would appeal 
to be necessary, therefore, that food should 
be in a decidedly moist condition before 
it is fit for use, and thus water plays a 
role in food-which at first sight does not 
seem evident. 
Bacteria cannot live 01 


act except under a wet environment, and 
chemical change under absolutely dry 
conditions is impossible; therefore with 
out moisture life would cease and the 
great vital processes would come to an 
end.

gest the processes by which we could 
soon realize them, but humanity does 
not seem to care anything for prophets 
or high ideals, does not seem inclined to 
incorporate any such ideals la the fibers 
and network of our social relations. 


Before we go any further it may be 


well to give a precise meaning to the 
word humanity in the present -case, be- 
cause what is the real influence that 
the bulk of the people in each genera- 
tion have had in shaping their .own des- 
•tinles? 'None whatsoever but that of 
saying amen to the great multiplicity 
of laws and regulations concocted by a 
few brains, all for the purpose of re- 
pressing wh'at has been considered the 
evil tendencies of the many in opposi- 
tion to the supposed good tendencies of 
the few. Can -we prove that the bulk 
of those few controlling the destinies 
of each generation have been under the 
influence of good tendencies, inclined to 
have them, willing or anxious to realize 
them? We cannot. The general results 
of civilization prove Just the reverse. 


Only a few days ago the writer re- 


ceived a letter from an old friend who 
lias been located in Washington for 
over oO years under government em- 
ployment at a fairly good salary, often 
traveling through the country as an 
agent of the government, constantly In 
direct contact with government officers 
of high standing and people in impor- 
tant social positions. He has never 
been anything of a reformer. He is 
simply a conservative who does not re- 
fuse to see facts and is willing to rea- 
son correctly. In that letter anil in an- 
swer to some questions 1 asked him re- 
lating to present social conditions he 
said, "Most of our legislators are pos- 
sessed with selfish purposes, and many 
of them don't even see the difference 
between good and bad laws." Few hon- 
est, intelligent men will fail to agree to 
that in auy confidential talk with other 
friends, although they will not be will- 
Ing to proclaim such views in public. 


Take now the following other Item: 


There is not a single reform writer to- 
day who is not disliked by the elite 
classes of the nation, by those who 
control the progress of today. Those 
writers are accused of unsettling the 
minds of the working masses, making 
them unhappy, restless, discontented, 
giving them ideas that they cannot 
rightly understand even if what re- 
formers proclaim Is right ami correct. 
That alone proves that we have mised- 
ucated the people, since they cannot 
discriminate between right and wrong. 
It also proves that our progress does 
not gi^e to the people at large but a 
small fragment of what the same prog- 
ress gives to the chosen people in the 
upper, social layers, those who are sat- 
isfied with present conditions and who, 
being comfortable, are contented. Evi- 
dently, then, we have not made the 
many comfortable. They would be con- 
tented like the few if they were com- 
fortable like the few, and, like the few, 
the many would not be upset by any 
reform ideas if the many were well 
fixed up in life like the few. We don't 
really see how even first class sophists 
can escape that simple logic, the plain, 
common sense concepts we have en- 
deavored to expound. 


The fact is that civilization has al- 


ways tried to civilize "the man" with- 
out civilizing "the citizen or social 
unit." And so have we tried to Chris- 
tianize "the man" without Christianiz- 
ing the citizen, the social unit, the fel- 
low who has to concoct laws, the peo- 
ple who have to accept and live under 
those laws for good or for evil. Neither 
to the unit nor to the mass, neither to 
the top fellows nor to those at or near 
the bottom, have we given any correct 
conceptionsof humandutyas applicable 
to the relations which shall affect every 
one of us, shall force us to either crush 
somebody or let somebody crush us, as 
long as we see fit to keep on as hereto- 
fore. 
Of course everything shall be 


done according to law. 
But what of 


that? Have we ever tried to civilize 
or Christianize the law, the consensus 
back of the law in communities or na- 
tions? We have not and don't propose 
to do it yet for awhile. And still that 
job has to be done by somebody sooner 
or later. Iniquity and falsehood cannot 
last for ever. Truth alone is self exist- 
ing. Wrong is a self destroyer. It can 
only last In so far as we mis it up with 
?ome truth with which to vltiilze the 
wrong.

TESTING OCEAN CURRENTS 


How Itlaiila and America Coadaot 


Interesting Experiment*. 


One of the interesting scientific ex- 


periments of the time is that quietly 
going.ou year after year, under the 
joint direction of the Russian govern- 
ment aud our own, for the exact de- 
termination of the direction and ve- 
locity of ocean currents. 


AH American and Russian warships 


aud merchant vessels carry with them 
a supply of empty beer bottles, says 
•the New York World. As they trav- 
erse the seas thou sands of these bottles 
are "cast upon the waters," to be re- 
covered "after many days." Each bot- 
tle carries a record telling when and 
where it began to drift. Whenever one | 
Is sighted by a Yankee or Russian ship. 
It Is picked up and a record made of 
where and when It was found. Then 
it Is corked up and again seut adrift, 
to be picked up again aud again and 
similarly used until perhaps It has in- 
dicated the force and direction of the 
currents over many thousands of miles 
of sea. 


The records of our hydrographlc of- 


fice show that many of these bottles 
have drifted from 5,000 to 8,000 miles 
at a speed varying from 2 to 35 miles 
a day. 
The accumulated reports of 


several years have already yielded val- 
uable information. 
Bottles cast Into 


the sea near the equator tend west- 
ward and usually bring up In the West 
Indies or ou the coast of Mexico. Along 
our Atlantic coast and north of the 
fortieth parallel bottles generally drift 
to the northward and eastward and 
are picked up ou the north coast of 
Ireland or even farther north. A fact 
not yet explained is that bottles thrown 
into the stretch of the Atlantic that 
lies between latitude "5 degrees to 40 
degrees north and longitude UO degrees 
to GU degrees west, which is crossed 
by numerous steamship routes, are 
very rarely seen again. Only six out 
of many hundreds have been recovered 
since 1888.

abuses. 


"It seems Incredible," concludes the 


writer, "that the boasted influence of 
America can have such little effect 
across the border line."

Was there ever an error so damned 
that specious words could not give it 
fair outward form, and bigotry blessed 
with a text? When parliament passed 
r.ii act finally prohibiting employment 
of women in coal mines the same old 
howl about individual rights was heard 
as we here it to-day. Many good peo- 
ple besides tho mluo owners stood 
aghast at the idea of the very govern- 
ment "presuming to dictate who they 
should hire." It was pointed out then, 
as It often Is today, that the workers 
themselves were uncomplaining; that 
only the meddlesome agitators were 
creating the disturbance. But the act 
was never repealed. Hundreds of those 
flat chested, crook back daughters of 
Kve, nnsuitcd for other labor, were 
sent to the workhouses. 


It is not the gun but the bullet that 


kills. 
The deadly viper would be a 


harmless tiling but for the poison bo- 
hind Its fangs. A powerful "trust" in 
its contest with labor would lie as pow- 
erless as a child but for the poor man 
that takes the place a striker quits. 


A great many legal rights are moral 


wrongs. Any man has a legal right to 
be a drunkard. Any man has a legal 
right to keep his family it) squalor and 
to make life for them an earthly hades. 
An employer has not tho right, not even 
the legal right, to import a Chinaman 
or other cheap laborer, but any work- 
ingmau lias a legal right to adopt the 
Chinese level of living and to pull down 
his fellow workman who is'striiKKliug 
to lift himself a step higher on the so- 
cial ladder that he ma> have some of 
the things that make life worth while. 


However, since for one man to take 


another job at a less price is a right 
that cannot be legally restrained; since 
it Is a right that must be aud will be 
protected even to the last soldier If 
necessary, what remedy, from a wago 
earner's view, would I suggest? What 
would 1 hare done about It? Well, 
the question is a corker. There is prob- 
ably no specific, but I would llko to say 
that some men are llko some horses, 
they may be led where they cannot be 
driven. 


I would suggest that our would be 


friends, thfe preachers and the teachers, 
cease their milk and water drivel about 
liberty, freedom and the flag and 
preach and teach the eternal truth of 
things. It is unreasonable to expect an 
employer to pay more for his help than 
he has to. It is downright Idiocy to ex- 
pect he can pay more for his help than 
the profits of his business will warrant. 


But under the trust system It Is now 


possible for the employer (tho trust) to 
Increase wages and shorten the time of 
labor -without cost to the trust, this 
of course within reasonable limits. The 
trust can compensate Itself by lncreas: 
Ing the selling price of the product and 
so taking It out of the consumer. Tho 
consumers are all of the people, and 
nine-tenths of all of tho people are 
wage earners.—T. F. Williams In Chi- 
cago Record-Herald. 


In his recent work on Luzon Dr. 


Ultine of Hanover gives an Interesting 
description of a visit to the gold dig- 
gings in the Cnndelarla goldfield. In 
the more elevated portions of the Can- 
dclarlu district little trouble is given by 
water, but the air In the mines Is often 
too foul to breathe. Ventilation Is se- 
cured by lowering into the shaft a bas- 
ket of burning coals. If there are two 
connecting- shafts, this device creates 
n good draft down one and up tho 
other. 


Dr. Rinue's own shaft had reached 


the depth of GO feet. At tho bottom 
nearly naked workmen were cutting 
galleries by the light of little torches 
aud sending up baskets of ore and 
refuse. The»e were hauled up by means 
of a wooden capstan worked by two 
moil. This is Filipino gold mining as 
it has been carried on from time Im- 
memorial. 


The gold bearing ore is then crushed 


by poundinjj with stones or ou a larger 
scale ground In an arrasta, or mill, 
driven by a yoke of oxen. It is then 
washed in shallow wooden pans to get 
rid of the bulk of the lighter material. 
The product of this first washing Is 
again washed In cocoanut shells and 
yields a quantity of gold in dust and 
small particles. 


A vegetable snp called gogo Js used 


In this process to precipitate the finer 
dust. Finally the dust Is packed iu 
small mussel shells and molted over a 
charcoal fire. This accounts for the 
peculiar shell-like form hi which Fili- 
pino gold appears in the market. 


Clotltlnc and Disease. 


Docs the iutioduction of civilized 


clothing among savages breed disease 
and Infirmities? It has been observed 
recently in the Philippines that the 
savages who have adopted civilized 
clothing have suffered lu their general 
health. The wearing of a high silk 
hut, for example, has produced braiu 
trouble, while even the strain of wear- 
ing pyjamas has caused serious nerv- 
ous disorders. So serious have been 
tho results In some cases that the phy- 
sicians sent out to care for the soldiers 
have mentioned the new dangers in 
their reports. 


How Artificial Ivory In Made. 


Artificial Ivory makers now use a 


material prepared from the bones of 
sheep and the waste pieces of deer and 
kid skin. 
The bones are macerated 


and bleached In chloride of lime for a 
fortnight, then heated by steam with 
the skla until a fluid mass Is formed, 
when a IK^le *lum is added. The prod- 
uct is filtered, dried In air and hard- 
ened in a bath of alum, the white, 
.ougb plates resulting being more easily 
worked than natural Ivory.
